DETAILED ACTION 
Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 28-33 are allowed. 

With respect to independent claims 28 and 31, the prior art does not disclose in 
the claimed environment a standoff bioagent detection system in which a plurality of 
laser diodes are used to alternately generate first and second ultraviolet wavelengths 
that each fluoresce a detected aromatic protein and are separated by no more than 
approximately five nanometers. The closest prior art is represented by the Lee 
reference which discloses the use of first and second closely spaced ultraviolet 
wavelength pairs to detect a bioagent. However, Lee does not disclose that both 
wavelengths are used to excite airborne agents, but teaches that the second 
wavelength is instead used to detect backscatter. Furthermore, Lee does not disclose 
sequential pulsing of selected pairs of laser diodes in order to alternately generate first 
and second wavelengths at different times. 

The Dai reference teaches the state of the art regarding standoff bioagent 
detection systems comprising an array of laser diodes each designed to produce a 
different wavelength. Dai, however, does not disclose the use of first and second 
wavelengths separated by no more than approximately five nanometers. Dai does not 
teach the time-correlation of detected fluorescence levels resulting from separate 
sequential transmission of first and second ultraviolet wavelengths to determine a 
differential absorption level.

The Puzey (US 20050207943) reference also teaches the state of the art of 
standoff bioagent detection systems. Puzey, however, is not prior art.
